' T/mdon and Paris. "Whether r^ignrd or not, 


and apparently it was deigned, the effect of this 
Criticism, retailed without end in the European 
press, has been to cause some shiftitig uf popu- 
lar opinion regarding America. This country 
and government at the close of the war was the 


' * most highly regarded of any world power. The 


people of Europe had abundant confidence in its 
rectitude, its generosity, its idealism and its of- 


" ficacy. The petty complaining at Geneva, false- 


ly baaed though it be, has inevitably caused a 


. portion of 1he population to question ilself, 
-, .. Otrviottnly Uu« wa» precisely what the Euro- 


pean politicians desired. They wanted to restore 
some measure of confidence in themselves. Their 
tactics have been to abuse America iu the League 
Assembly and lo charge this country with the 
ref-pousibilitx for the failure of the League to 
fulfill its high promise. 


How much longer these tactics will be cm- 


ployed and what the final effect will be cannot 
now be judged. But if the governments of Europe 
have set out to destroy the confidence of the 
jteople of Kurojx? in the United States and to 
shake their faith in the efficacy of the llarding 
conference, they probably can and will succeed. 
Tin- soil \\'ill have been well prepared for the re- 
turn of their dcU'gales from the disarmament 
conference \ \ i t h a report of failure. 


Tin: Titirti M:'S London correspondent has ]>cr- 


furmed a limoiy service in turning the light on 
these mo\<Mnents and conditions in Europe. It 
is ob\ itius that e\or\ question settled in Europe 


<ind evur\ mc-a.sure of confidence in the efficacy 
of the disarmament 
conference will be an aid 


to the success of that conference. 
But at present 


we observe no progress in the settlement of Euro- 
pean disputes and on the other hand we observe 
a large official chorus in Europe howling down 
the good reputation of this country because of 
the failures of the League of Nations. 


roM.MCNf&TS QUIT SOCIALISTS. 


The inevitable has happened iu the Socialist 


purh. 
The Communists, mostly composed of 


aliens, ha\o sened notice of their withdrawal 
from the party and that they henceforth will be 
known as the ''American Committee of the Third 
Internationale.'' 


This is as it should be. JJespite the record of- 


the St. Louis convention of 1917, there are some 
members of the Socialist party who are not 
enemies of the Republic, who are. striving earn- 
estly to bring their theories, experiments and 
fancies into some sort of harmony with the sys- 
tem of gen eminent of the Republic. These mild- 
mannered and less disloyal Socialists should be 
segregated from the frankly revolutionary aliens. 


The announcement of tb% "Committee of the 


Third Internationale" commenting upon the 
withdrawal of the radicals from the party is 
rather harsh with those who do not follow it. Tt 
says with Communist brutality that the Socialist 
party has already declined from a party of 118,- 
000 to less than 5000. That means that the 
agents of Lenine's Internationale have come to 
the conclusion that the Socialist party can be of 
no further material use to them. Perhaps the 
experience of the party in begging for contribu- 
tions from the rank and file to dischai-ge an in- 
debtedness of $23,000 and receiving in response 
only 95000 was a factor of no little influence in 
the desertion of the Communistic members. 


Socialists of more settled attachments per- 


haps will observe'with relief that the American 
Committee of Lenine's organization did not take 
with it such men as Mr. Charles Edward Kussell 
and Mr. Morris Hillqnit; nor even Messrs. Vic- 
tor Bergcr and Eugene Debs. _

Correze, another "place where the 


nuts come from," is the subject of a 
National Geographic Society bulletin

"A legion of chestnuts, walnuts and 


cider apples may suggest a land of 
perpetual hallow'en. "continues the 
bulletin "But, in reality, the Depart- 
ment of Correze, in south central 
France, is a place where the struggle 
tor existence has developed a serious, 
sturdy, grim type ot peasantry. 


"The infrequent visitor to the basin 


of the Gaj-onne will find families, 
whose diet. In winter, consists largely 
of chestnuts and potatoes and goat 
cheese—who eat their simple repast 
off tables with depressions hollowed 
from tho wood to serve as plates, and 
have gravel floors in their Uny cot- 
tages. He may encounter Inns, with 
their invariable menus of veal, buck- 
\\heat cakes and potatoes, where he 
Is supposed to furnish his own knife, 
a custom surviving from, not more 
than a century ago when the guest 
of a Piovence hostelry was expected 
to carry his own cutlery. 


"But if this visitor thinks primitive 


conditions connote a backward peo- 
ple he will bo as much svu prised as 
many a olty-bred recruit in the A. 12. 
F. -who took the literacy of a south- 
ern mountaineer to bo a measure of 
his Intelligence. 


"Correze has an area nearly equal 


to that of our own State of Delaware. 
It lies along the western edge of the 
great central plateau ot France. It is 
corrugated with vallcjs, ravines and 
gorges. 'Moors, heaths and bracken' 
are w ords most needed in descrip- 
tions of its landscapes. 
Groves of 


chestnut trees, white ' birches and 
u<ilnut trees often give a suggestion 
of a gaunt New England scene. Only 
in an occasional valley Is the soil fer- 
tile Scattered o\er this department 
are about as many people as live in 
Indianapolis. 


"Tho sons of Correze who rubbed 


elbows with Allied soldiers on the 
Western Front may have brought 
back news of the trade opportunities 
which lurked in the outside world. 
Perhaps that is why Correzo farmers 
awoke to the fact that chestnuts they 
formerly gathered against the lean 
winter might have a higher value In 
exchange. Anyway they found their 
way to the channels of American ex- 
ports and Correze citizens now are 
leportcd to be greatly disturbed at 
tho proposed tariff barrier. 


"Chestnut gathering, rather than a 


savings account, represents the start- 
ing point of many a home In Correze. 
Communes usually owned the land 
about them, and gave citizens legal 
tlt'.o to trncts they cleared anu culti- 
vated. But It takes three 6r four 


years to produce a crop .and. in the 
meantime, many a young man has 
found his economic salvation in nut 
gathering. Mushrooms which abound 
under the chestnut trees afford an- 
other edible. 


"Not only is this land hard to clear 


and till, but tho 
remoter sections 


know only the 
simplest tools. A 


plow is made of two poles, joined at 
an angle, with the ground end of the 
pole held by the man constituting the 
plow share. Every hamlet has its 
church. To the pedestrian who would 
tramp through these parts, and thus 
get the full flavor of a most inter- 
esting eniironment, the angelus is a 
bell buoy for his inland travels from 
village to village, and the frequent 
creator of such scenes of sUnpIe de- 
motion as that immortalized by Mil- 
let. 


"Tulle, with a population of fewer 


than 15,000, Is the capital and prin- 
cipal city of Correze. Quaint houses 
line the btreets of steps which ascend 
the slopes along the valley of the 
Ri\ er Correzo, on which Tulle is situ- 
ated. Near the city are the beautiful 
Glmel Falls. In It is a firearms fac- 
tory."

How to Bring Comfort 


to Sore, Tired, Blistered Feet

Sore feet have taken the Joy out of 


many a holiday. Who can laugh and 
sing w'hen "the shoes arc full1 of 
feet"? If your feet'hurt, you're sick 
all over Besides corns and buniona, 
there are. other, causes for aching 
feet. Blisters and fissures can b,e, oh, 
so painful! 


New shoes or tight shoes, poorly 


fitting shoes or stiff and unyielding: 
ihoes are responsible for the forma- 
tion of blisters. It is not uncommon 
to have blisters form when an old 
pair.of shoes is exchanged for new 
shoes, especially when high shoes are 
discarded tor low shoes. If jthe low 
shoes slip up and down on the heel, 
or if they dig into the skiri at the 
top, 
bllitera nt abrasions will form 


very quickly. 
.iother place is on top 


of the foot \ ure the bend of the 
shoes rub the akin. 


Between the toes there may be 


blisters—there may be fissures or 
cracks. 


Rubbing the feet too vigorously 


with a rough towel may hurt the 
s"kin. 


Standing too long, or walking too 


fai, may damage the tissues of the 
feet 
Possibly the dye of the stock- 


ings or the chemicals used in tan- 
ning the leather of the shoes may 
have its effects on the skin. It is cer- 
tainly true, that stockings which. ar« 
full of holes, or too tieht, may result 
in harm. 


Excessive rweatlng of the 
feet 


softens the skin and leaves It mor* 
liable to Irritation. Likewise, unduo 
dryness of the skin predisposes to 
cracking. 


Needless to say, the first considera- 


tion necessary for healthy and un- 
complaining feet is to wear'none but 
properly fitting shoes. 


It is unfortunate that comfort and 


the good of the feet are secondaryto 
the "looks" of the shoes and their 
"style" in the minds of many foolish 
persons. 


The average man or woman ha* 


only one pair of "good" shoes at a 
time. There is no economy in thi« 
plan and it certainlyjs a mistake so 
far as the good of the feet is con- 
cerned Nothing can be more restful 
than changing from damp and hot 
shoes to a dry and cool pair. Even 
though they are made on the sam« 
last, the fit will vary and the second 
pair will be comfortable in spota 
placed under pressure by the first 
pair. 


When you change your shoes, 


change your stockings also. If you 
are one of the unfortunate persons 
who suffer from excessive perspira- 
tion of the feet, bathe them in cold 
water, dry with a towel and dust 
<hem with a powder consisting of 
equal parts of cornstarch, boracio 
acid and stearate of zinc 


When once you have found a make 


and a size of shoe comfortable to 
your feet, be slow to change to other 
shapes and makes. If you have ten- 
der and easily irritated feet forget 
the ebbing tides of style. 


If a blister forms, clean the foot 


thoroughly with soapy water. Wash 
your hands perfectly clean. Sterilize 
a needle by passing It through the 
flame of a match and wipe it off with 
a piece of clean gauze or cotton. Then 
prick the blister open at its edge. 
Carefully press out the fluid, taking 
care not to break or tear the skin 
over the blister. Paint the blister and 
surrounding parts with 2 or 3 per 
cent Iodine. Then cover with a thin 
pad of gauze and strap It In place 
with adhesive plaster. 


Cracks or fissures between the to«« 


may be swabbed with Iodine. Or * 
solution of tannic ac'd In glycerin*, 
or tincture of benzoin, may be ap- 
plied. If this treatment does not suf- 
fice, It may be necessary to u&t- a 
more active remedy, such as silver 
nitrate in 10 or 15 per cent solution. 
This Is carefully <*v"i^Vr' into th» 
crack. " 


After this treatment 
th« 


must be protected against dirt 
covering it with a bit of gam*. 


Tho feet are entitled to mor* 
than the average person gtve« them. 
They must be kept scrupulously 
clean, perfectly dry and the circula- 
tion must be good.

JS'RW YORK, Sept. 19,— On the 


day when the covernmont ftt Wash- 
ington reported thut the cotton crop 
of this year is to be tho smallest 
harvested since IS 90 there catno re- 
ports to New York of conditions in 
the Northwest, including not only 
crops but business. This report fur- 
nished another illustration of the 
fact that although influences may 
impair the crops in one section of 
the country, so vast is the area, that 
favorable 
conditions may at the 
same time prevail in other sections. 
Sometimes 
it has happened that 


crops cultivated in the Ninth Fed- 
eral Keserve district, which includes 
all of the Northwestern states be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the 
Rocky mountains, have been serious- 
ly damaged, while tho southern har- 
vests were unusually good -so that 
an even balance in the entire produc- 
tion of the country was obtained. 
It is spoken of as of serious im- 
port 
that the cotton harvest this 
year should be so small. Those who 
are familiar with the cotton indus- 
try say that were it not for the 
carry-over our foreign trade might 
be greatly embarrassed. 
One cause 


for this small cotton crop is the insect 
which 
feeds upon growing cotton 
seems to have had full sway this 
year. As yet no success followed the 
researches for material with which 
to destroy the bollweevil. 


CURTAIL FliAXTIXG. 


But there 
was 
another reason 


which in part explains the reduced 
cotton harvest. 
Planters were dis- 


couraged last year by falling prices. 
They reduced acreages and did not 
cultivate cotton as they were accus- 
tomed to do. 
From one point of 


view this has not been entirely harm- 
ful to the south. Many million acres 
formerly devoted exclusively to cot- 
ton cultivation were this year set 
apart for the cultivation of other 
crops. On the whole, these diversi- 
fied crops have yielded in such a 
manner as to bring good gains. 


On the other hand, the informa- 


tion based on reports to the 
Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of the Ninth dis- 
trict tend to offset the discouraging 
news reports from the cotton fields. 
That 
district 
will 
harvest 
nearl 


800,000,000 bushels of wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, rye, flax and potatoes. 
If there should be added the num- 
ber of tons of hay a new record 'for 
this agricultural 
distract/ probably 


would be established. 


For twenty years Washington. au- 


thorities 
have 
been interested in 


comparing the money value of the 
hay crop with that received through 
the cultivation and marketing of cot- 
ton. 
This year, probably, more will 


be received by the hay makers than 
by the cotton planters 


WILL AID CREDITS. 
The yield should aid the farmers 
greatly in paying their debts 
and 


also relieve no small part of the re- 
discount burden now carried by the 
country banks in the Ninth district. 
Soml; of the states m this great 
district harvested more than eighteen 
bushels of wheat to the acre. Many 
of them harvested between 11 and 
18 bushels, a few not more than 10 
bushels, but in those states more 'of 
other crops were raised. 


The Ninth Federal Reserve dis- 
trict includes Minnesota, North IDa- 
kota, South Dakota, Montana, the 
upper peninsula of Michigan and 
the northern and northwestern coun- 
ties of Wisconsin. 


Howard Elliott, James J. Hill and 


others who have accurate knowl- 
edge o£ the possibilities of the soil 
in the Northwest were some years 
ago satisfied that ultimately an in- 
crease perhaps of- 100 per cent of 
wheat cultivation in tho Northwest 
would be made. 
On August 5 Minneapolis received 
the first heavy receipts of spring 
wheat. This was unusual, so much 
so that the Washington authorities 
called special attention to it. Cus- 
tomarily 
the earliest would have 


been August 19 or 20. 


The experts who have examined 


this wheat say that it surpasses any 
record heretofore made in its high 
protein content. That may be due 
to intensive cultivation or to favor- 
able climate. The average protein 
of wheat is about 12 per cent. This
